Abolition of Polygamy 
Demanded By Egyptian 
Feminists In Plea 


Cairo, . Egypt—(NC)—Prohibi- 
tion of pologamy is one of the de- 
mands put forward by the Egyp- 
tian Feminist union in a petition 
to King Farouk. The same de- 
mand was presented in vain to the 
first Egyptian parliament in 1924. 
Islam allows each man to have 
four wives at a time. 

The feminists’ petition made the 
following observations: The break- 
up of families because of the ease 
with which divorces are obtained 
is deplorable and polygamy is the 
main cause of divorce. Wives 
should no longer be compelled to 
rejoin their husbands once they 
have gone to their parents’ homes 
after the introduction of a second 
wife into their husbands’ homes. 
Children of divorced | 
should be allowed to remain with 
their mothers until a later age 
than now prescribed by law. Fa- 
thers should be answerable to the 
courts for the care of minors. Med- 
ical examinations should be im- 
posed on both sexes prior to mar- 
riage.

The course is based on the book, 
“Father Smith Instructs Jackson,” 
by Bishop John F. Noll of Fort 
Wayne, founding editor of Our 
Sunday Visitor. It is given free 
and a diploma is presented on its 
completion. 


The reasons for taking the 
course and the reactions to it are 
various, the Capuchin students here 
find. After finishing it, the Bap- 
tist minister wrote that this ex- 
position of the true Catholic teach- 
ing had been “a_ revelation” to 
him, 

The Minnesota father of a Cath- 
olic family, himself a non-Catholic, 
gave this reason for wanting the 
course: “I wish to worship with 
my family because I do not want 
to be separated from them in any- 
thing.” 

A 15-year-old Pennsylvania 
farmboy, the oldest of ten children, 
related that, although a Catholic, 
neither he nor his parents had 
opportunity for much education in 
the Faith. He believed the course 
would help both him and the other 
members of the family. 

A non-Catholic woman, married 
to a Catholic, said she was eager 
to take instructions but could not 
see a priest regularly because her 
husband’s job kept them constant- 
ly moving from place to place. 

Another woman near death of tu- 
berculosis in a sanatorium took the 
course to preserve her faith in the 
severest crisis of her life. “The 
greatest value of such a course,” 
she said, “is the fact that it gives 
a person time really to assimilate 
the doctrine and to reflect, where- 
as in a regular instruction class 
much is missed.” 


A non-Catholic man from Kansas 
wrote: “Never have I been so well 
or so fully instructed in a religion. 
Whatever I may do in life from 
here on will be done better for 
what you have taught me.”

Brien, “in the short span of four 
years is a convincing demonstra- 
tion of the far greater effective- 
ness of the Inquiry Class method 
of instruction over the old meth- 
od of waiting for an occasional 
individual to ring the rectory door- 
bell and ask for private instruc- 
tion. It involves the systeniatic 
recruitment of prospects by priests 
and people and thus enables the 
instructor to reach ten times more 
people with the word of truth than 
| under the old method of instruct- 
‘Ing one or two individuals.”

But Christ did actually institute 
s Church with which He promised 
to remain “all days even unto the 
end of the world”; He commission- 
ed the Apostles to propagate that 
Church and obligated people “to 
hear” it. St. Paul speaks of the

pillar and ground of truth” (1 Tim. 
Ill, 15). 

Christ promised to send His 
Holy Spirit into that Church “to 
keep it in truth,” and Christian 
writers throughout history have 
pointed out, in perfect agreement, 
which Church that is. It is the his- 
torical Church, the nearly twenty 
century-old Church. 

Most Protestant churches teach 
the identical doctrine of salvation 
which the Lutherans teach, yet the 
Lutherans will not recognize them 
by. fraternization, which does 
mean, in effect, that the Lutherans 
daim theirs to be the true church 
of Christ. 

My friend tells me that she can- 
not see why we should ask saints 
to pray for us when we can pray 
directly to God. 


Catholics pray directly to God. 
All the official prayers of the 
Church are directed to God 
through His divine Son and our 
Savior, Jesus Christ. But this 
does not mean that we may not ap- 
proach God through His friends 
in Heaven. 

You ask your friends even here 
on earth to pray for you. Why

Holy Scripture tells us that God 
is glorified “in the assembly of 
‘His saints.” That is what is meant 
in the Apostles’ Creed by “the 
Communion of saints.” 


There is & common union be- 
tween them and ourselves. They 
too were here on earth when they 
belonged to the Church Militant 
and now that they are members of 
the Church Triumphant it does not 
render their prayers less effectual 
but rather more so. 

When the Church officially prays 
to the saints, it prays through 
them to God and always in associa- 
tion with Jesus Christ. 

In fact the Collects used ih the 
Liturgy of the Lutheran Church 
are identical with those used in 
the Catholic Church, and hence 
they were borrowed from the 
Catholic Church. 

Is it true that rose petals were 
showered from the sky on the 
Carmelite Convent at Lipa in the 
Philippines? 

It seems to have been very true. 
In fact the one answering your 
question saw one of them only last 
month encased in a locket worn by 
a Philippine woman, The image of 
Mary was just as clear as a pho- 
tograph could be on that delicate 
petal.

A man who carried a single 
petal in his wallet was asked for 
a petal by a close friend. He open- 
ed his wallet to show that he had 
only one, but he found two petals 
in it! He gave the extra one to 
his friend. Shortly afterwards an- 
other person asked him for a petal. 
Gingerly opening his wallet, he 
again found two petals!

Origen, a great Christian writer 
in 459 made no mention of this 
great feast day, and in fact he said 
that “sinners (not saints) celebrate 
their birthdays.” .

The selection of December 25th 
has been traced to many sources. 
Many think that the date was 
picked because it was twelve days 
before the Epiphany—that feast 
wherein we celebrate the visit of 
the Magi and the baptism of Christ. 
Anyway, Epiphany was celebrated 
before Christmas and by many is 
considered an even greater feast. 

Other students have traced the 
probable date of Zachary’s minis- 
try in the temple, reckoning it ac- 
cording to old Jewish law, and from 
that determined the date of the 
conception of the child Jesus. 

So many of our Christmas cus- 
toms aré refinements of pagan cus- 
toms that there may be some 
grounds for believing that the date 
of Christmas bears a relationship 
to the old solar feast of December 
25th. The early pagans were great 
sun-worshippers, and they celebrat- 
ed December 25th as. Natalis In- 
victi (the Feast of the Uncon- 
quered). This is the time of the 
winter solstice, when the sun 
reaches its. lowest point. There- 
after, the days begin to lengthen 
and the sun seemed to prove once 
again that it could not be defeated. 
Since Jesus Christ is more uncon- 
querable than the sun, many find 
justice in the fact that the old 
Birthday of the Sun is also the 
Birthday of Our Lord.

The 
Christmas tree we place in our 
homes derived from the pagan 
calends, marking the first day of 
the new year, Christmas itself 
was once the first day of the 


of Advent as we observe it now. 


But the modern Christmas tree 
is not an old custom. A tradition 
that trees blossomed on the night 
Christ was born has been quoted 
from an Arab geographer of the 
tenth century, and was then trans- 
ferred to England. An epic of the 
13th century shows candles burn- 
ing on a flowering tree. The walk- 
ing stick used by Joseph of Arim- 
athea bore flowers on Christmas 


The tree somewhat as we know it 
now was first mentioned at Stras- 
bourg, Germany, in 1605, 
Mistletoe is a carry-over from 
the Druids, those tree-worshippers 
who credited mistletoe with pow- 
ers of magic. St, Francis of As- 
sisi is-credited with developing the 
Crib into an object of popular de- 
votion, about 1223. St. Francis 
alse helped to make Christmas car- 
ols popular. 
The Yule log, so popular in Eng- 
lish homes, was probably at first 
just a log burned in the grate to 
provide warmth. Later, the custom 
grew of the landlord presenting a 
log to his tenants—who were there-

Jesus came as the Prince 
of Peace.

we can see at once that this theme |; 


does not work itself out clearly 
here. The many phrases 
it to us keep the three-note melody 
subdued. “People of Sion, behold 
the Lord shall come to save the 
nations; and the Lord shall make 
the glory of His voice to be heard 
in the joy of your heart.” 


Then a later re-phrasing from 
the brasses: “Say, ye faint-hearted, 
take courage and fear not, behold 
our God will come and save us.” 

Again and again we hear it, 
drawn from the orchestra as a sim- 
ple announcement, as a promise, 
and sometimes almost as a rebuke; 
always it is there, the three-note 
theme, God on earth, but it is 
woven always with a muting har- 
mony. 


Just before the close of the 
movement, however, we sense a 
change of mood and hear the theme 
in a new and better-focused set- 
ting. There is a rustle in the 
woodwinds, a dramatic rest: then 
an oboe-angel, speaking from the 
passage marked Wednesday in 
Ember Week, says: “Fear not, 
Mary, for thou hast found grace 
with God. Behold, thou:shalt con- 
ceive in thy womb, and shalt bring 
forth a son; and thou shalt call 
His name Jesus.

There are a few more notes and 
then the theme fades away.

‘Recognition’ Ot Records 
Of Last Holy Year Takes 
Place In St. Peter's Rite 


Vatican City—The historical ex- 
amination of records of the. pre- 
vious Holy Year, sealed in a re- 
pository in the Holy Door at its 
close, took place at a private cere- 
mony called the “recognition” in 
St. Peter’s Basilica. 

The previous Holy Year was the 
special one proclaimed by Pope 
Pius XI and the closing of the Holy 
Door took place April 2, 1934. 

The ceremony consisted of the 
removal of a marble slab contain- 
ing a Greek cross from the inter- 
nal side of the Holy Door of St. 
Peter’s, beneath which reposed the 
records placed there at the last 
closing. Msgr. Callori di Vignale 
presided in the capacity of Major- 
domo to His Holiness Pope Pius 
XII and was assisted by canons of 
St. Peter’s. . 

A small wooden chest was re- 
moved, and within that there was a 
sealed lead box, which, in turn, 
contained an ornamental gold- 
lated bronze box. This latter held 
1 commemorative medals struck 
during the Pontificate of Pope 
Pius XI. Three of these were gold, 
24 silver and 24 bronze.

Notre Dame—A new 2,000,000- 
volt Van deGraaff electrostatic gen- 
erator, popularly known as an 
“atom smasher,” has been ordered 
by the Radiation Chemistry Project 
at the University of Notre Dame 
from the High Voltage Engineer- 
ing Corporation of Cambridge, 

ass. 


The new generator for the Notre 
Dame project, which is jointly 
sponsored by Notre Dame and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, is rat- 
ed to give a 100 microampere elec- 
tron beam, or 2,000,000 volt x-rays, 
dependent upon the target ar- 
rangement employed. 


A three-unit laboratory will 
house the new generator. Con- 
struction already has been begun 
at Notre Dame on a 20’ by 30’ con- 
crete room, the walls of which at- 
tain a thickness of fifty-two inches 
at the front. An arrangement of 
mirrors and viewing tube permits 
clear observation of the Instrument. 
from a separate control room, 
measuring 20’x 20’, without hazard 
to personnel, Safety devices are 
such that the experimentors can- 
not accidentally be in the concrete- 
enclosed area during use of the gen- 
erator. 


In addition to the generator room 
and the control room the new lab- 
oratory will include a 10x 20’ con- 
erete unit, which can be entered 
only from the control room, This 
second unit will be used to house 
various radioactive sources which 
can be handled by remote control 
through a one-foot concrete wall,
